The Peggy, captain Bunee, in 49 days from Hull, 
by ber London accounts have been received to the even- 
ing of the sgth July. The moft ymportant articles are 
the defeat of the Auftrians by Gen. Moreau, fince his 
croffing the Rhine ; the continued appreheniions of a 
ruptuse between Great Britain and Spain. 

* LONDON, Jory 19--14. 

This morning the mail arrived from Hamburg, which 
was dace laft Sunday. The accounts confirm the ftatements 
given in the laft Paris papers, refpeéting the crofling of the 
Rhine at Strafbourg aud Kebl, and give other particulars 
seipe@ing the operations of the Auftrians, amd the alarm 
that has been fpread through ali the countries’ along the 
Rhine, by the progrefs of the French. 

The Aufirians having been obliged to abandon Fri- 
buurg, ic Brifggu, feem to have no choice left but to re- 
treat (for fighting feems now to be out of the quettion) in- 
to the Black Foreft, by what is called the Devil’s Vale. 








The army commanded bythe Prince of Conde muft pur- 
fue the fame meafuies. 

The Archduke, with part of his army left the Lahn, in- | 
tending, it would appear, to prevent the French from get- 
ting over at Strafoourg. but the Republicans having beea| 
00 quick in theie operations to be prevented by the arri- 
val of Auftrian reinforcements from fuch a diftance, this 
movement on the part of the Archduke will, in the end, | 
turn out to the difadvantage of tie Imperialifts; for, in| 
the mean time, a t¢inforcement of 25,000 men from the 
army of the North, has joined that of the Sambre and 
Meufe, which, in con{eqreace, is again advancing towards 
the Lahn and the Scig, where itis probable, the abfence of - 
the Archduke will be one means of enabling them to re.) 
eftablifh themfelves. : 

The French, by the late movements have rendcyed all 
their pofitions more fecure than they were a fhort time 
ago, and it will require great military {kill on the part of 
the Imperialifts to prevent them from profuing by the 
circumftance ; for not only has the afmy of the Sambre 
and Meufe received great reinforcements from that of the 
North as we have already fated, ben a junfian has been 
formed by the right wing of jourdan's arthy, and the left! 
of Gen. Moreau’. 

Ac article from Bonn, of June 4th, Mates, that the; 
news is confirmed of the French having taken the lines be- 
fore Mentz, This intelligence, however, merits further 
confirmatjon, before it can be implicitly credited. 

Fighteen waggons laden with gold and filver plate, 
which the French had taken in Lombardy, arrived in 
Genoa, wheie they were depofited with the beiker Balbi, 
treafurer to the Fyencli.

“* The army of the Rhine and Mofelle, after its brilliant 
paffage of the Rhine, had fuccefsfully engaged in feveral 
combats which were the prelude to the mof important 
operations.

The Republican troops alternately 
in imitation of the fkilfal chiefs whp commanded, na- 
tional boldnefs which ove:throws ry thing that oppofes 
its impetuofity ; and that uofhaken refitts 
every etlert. The enenty left in the

LONDON, Wepnespay Eventnec, half paft eight, 
July 13. 

The intelligence brought by the Captain of the Tranf- 
port from Gibralter, which arrived at the War-Office this 
morning, is faid to be that of conliderable preparations 
geing on at the camp of St. Roch, evidently imended to 
att offenfively againit that fortrels ; as alfo a large body of 
torces have arrived at the lines, which for this month paft 
have been cantoned in the village ten or twelve miles {rom 
the Camp. but from the fecrct manner in which thole in 
official fituations, inthe othee, have aéted, fince the receipt 
of the above difpatches, nothing further has tranfpued , 
thongh it is evidem, fiom manner and conduft, they are 
of the moft momentuous nature. 

Our correfpondent’s letter alfo confirms the account 
given in the preceding poft, of the entire defeat of the Au- 
itrians with ammeafe lofs. 





On Wedanefday laft, arrived at this port the thip Cygnet, 
captain Johafon, in 52 days from Hamburgh. A gentle- 
man who came paifenger in the Cygnet has obligingly in- 
formed us, that the laft intelligence received was, that the 
French had paffed the Rhine, taken Kebl, with 500 pri- 
foners, and had penetrated confiderably into Suabia; that 
the Auftrians had been obliged to teave the lower Rhine 
with precipitation, leaving much baggage, &c. That the 
French army was rapidly advancing to Frankfort, From
